Then Rock- 
well disappeared.

Eugene Warren said he is work- 


ing "in close co-operation with! the 
state Board of Health" in drawing 
up the bill, called for because of 
furor caused by the tranquilizer 
thalidomide, found to produce de- 
formity in infants when given to 
mothers in the early stages of 
pregnancy. 


Warren said the bill would re- 


quire that non-prescription reme- 
dies or devices either manufac- 
turcd in the state or imported be 
registered with the State Board 
of Health. 


Under the bill the board can 


hold hearings on a product it be- 
lieves to be misleading or harm- 
ful and ban its sale, Warren said. 
The proposed bill, he added, will 
incorporate principles of a meas- 
ure that died -in the general as- 
sembly last year without coming 
to a vote. 


Warrent said an important part 


of the bill enables drug manufac- 
turers to be sued in state courts'. 
They now may be sued only in 
courts' in their home states or in 
federal courts. Such cases require 
lengthy litigation, he said. 


Reputable pharmaceutical estab 


lishments, he said, would not op- 
pose the bill.

one ran aground, another 
fled. The Arkansas' com- 
mander, Isaac Brown, steam- 


• ed .ahead into .the Mississip- 
pi River, near Vicksburg. 


Then "a forest of masts and 
smokestacks" met his gaze: 
33 vessels of the Union fleet 
awaited. The A r k a n s a s 
moved deliberately .into a 
tornado of shrieking cannon- 
balls, her .own guns raking 
the Union ships as she pass- 
ed. 


But the Union fire had been 
fierce. The 
unprotected 


superstructure of the Arkan- 
sas had been riddled. Shrap- 
nel and rifle bullets had 


penetrated gun openings in 
the armor and wrought de- 
struction in the gun deck, 
killing a dozen and wound- 
ing 18. 


The Arkansas then tied up 
at •Vicksburg to the cheers 
of the population. But be- 
fore the day was over she 
had to fight yet another 
battle. 


At 9 p.m., 14 Union ships 
steamed to the attack. A 
19th Century version of an 
armor-piercing shell, weigh- 
ing 160 pounds, crashed into 
the engine room. When the 
Union fleet backed away, 
eight more men were dead. 


For several days, Union mor- 
tarboats 
bombarded t h e 


Vicksburg waterfront, hop- 


ing to drop a projectile on 
the Arkansas' vulnerable top 
deck. 


On July 22, the Union ships 
Essex and Queen of 
the 


West attacked, trying to de- 
molish the ship by ramming. 
But they were beaten off. 


v 


Some days later, the Arkan- 
sas steamed down the Mis- 
sissippi to support a Confed- 
erate army attack. Near 
Baton Rouge, one of her en- 
gines gave out, and the de- 
termined Essex moved in for 
the kill. 


To avoid capture, the Con- 
federates scuttled the Ar- 
kansas on August 6, to end 
a violent, historic three-week 
career of one of the Civil 
War's most famous ships.
